Melt a tablespoonful 
of butter In a pint of milk; beat It 
gradually into the yolks. 
The milk 
must be hot; then fold In the stiffly- 
beaten whites of the eggs. 
Pour Into 
a buttered bag and bake fifteen min­ 
utes. 
Chicken Omelet.—When preparing 
the om elet and using chickee, add a I 
little more flour to the eggs. then just 
before putting into the bag fold In a 
cupful of minced chicken, 
seasoned 
with onion juice or celery. 
For ham 
om elet leave out half the amount 
of 
flour, and if the ham is salt, all of 
the salt. 
Water may be used instead 
of milk, adding more butter. 
Grind 
the ham and season to taste with a 
pinch of sugar. 
Put the ham in be­ 
fore folding in the whites. 
Mix and 
cook fifteen minutes in a well-buttered 
bag In a hot oven at first. 
Spanish Omelet.—Chop 
very 
fine 
one stalk of celery, a green 
pepper 
scalded in bolling water, one small 
onion, one large tomato, salt, pepper 
and a dash of W orcestershire sauce. 
Mix well and cook until tender In a 
little butter.

HOW TO PREPARE ASPARAGUS 


Three Ways in Which to Serve This 
Delicious and Healthful 
Vegetable. 


Asparagus in Ambush.—Scrape out 
the inside of eight or nine 
rolls 
or 
plate biscuits; cut off tops to serve as 
covers. 
Set open in .the 
oven 
to 
crisp. 
H eat two cups of milk, pour 
over four beaten eggs. 
Stir over the 
fire until it thickens. 
Add spoonful of 
butter rolled in flour. 
Put in the tops 
of two bunches of asparagus, boiled 
tender, chopped fine 
and 
seasoned. 
Fill the rolls with this mixture. 
Put 
on the tops and serve hot. 
Baked Asparagus.—Lay two bunches 
of cooked asparagus 
on 
a 
buttered 
baking dish 
and 
spread 
Bechamel 
sauce thickly over the upper half of 
the stalks only. 
Sprinkle with grated 
cheese and bread crumbs and dot with 
bits of butter. 
Lay an inverted pan 
over the baking dish so that only the 
part of the asparagus covered with the 
sauce will be exposed to the heat and 
bake a light brown. 
Asparagus and Eggs.—Cut about two 
dozen stalks of asparagus (tearing out 
hard part?) into inch lengths and boil 
tender. Drain, pour on a cup of drawn 
butter; stir until hot, turn into a bake 
dish. 
Break about six eggs on top, 
put a bit of butter on each; salt, pep­ 
per and put in quick oven until the 
eggs are “set.” 


HOW TQ MAKE AN EGG LOAF 


Very Dainty | Dish for Summer Days 
and Can Be Served Either 
Hot or Cold. 


For egg loaf 
use 
six hard-boiled 
eggs, 1% cups grated bread crumbs, 
one cup finely 
chopped 
m eat, 
any 
kind; one cup soup stock, one cup 
sweet cream, two raw eggs, one round­ 
ing teaspoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
pepper, one minced onion and one 
heaping teaspoon powdered 
sage if 
liked. 
Directions: Remove the shells 
from the hard boiled eggs, grate them, 
both yolks and whites; add the raw 
eggs, beaten; now the chopped m eat 
and seasoning, next add the stock and 
cream and last of all add the bread 
crumbs. The other ingredients should 
be 
thoroughly 
mixed 
before 
the 
crumbs are added. The m ixture must 
be stiff enough to form into a loaf. 
Use m ore bread crumbs 
if 
needed. 
Mold Into a loaf, place In a pan and 
bake in a m oderate oven twenty-five 
minutes. 
Cut into slices and serve 
either hot or cold with tom ato sauce 
if liked. 


USES FOR THE PAINT BRUSH 


Comet in Mighty Handy About tho 
Houao lf One Knows How 
to Use It. 


Some uses for a paint brush are to 
clean out the corners of windows and 
corners of furniture and carved work, 
also to brush out dust and dirt around 
button* of leather furniture. Keep one 
iii tho pantry for brushing milk over 
the top of pie crust before baking, also 
to grease your bread pans and cake 
tins, ao all the corners are sure to be 
greased well. Use one to spread your 
stove polish to get in places a cloth 
cannot be used without getting the 
hands all mussed up. To take out Ink 
from white goods, soak in fresh milk 
about 15 or 20 minutes, then rub till 
stains take a grayish look, rinse in 
milk once more, then place in cold 
water In wash boiler and shave some 
more soap and boll IO or 15 minutes, 
and the stains will disappear. 


How to Make Hominy. 
Take one-half gallon of white corn, 
shelled; put into a kettle sufficient to 
hold about two gallons of water, add 
one tablespoonful of lye or potash, put 
kettle on stove and boil about one 
hour and a half, or until the water is 
thick and the skin is coming off the 
corn; now drain and wash in several 
waters, rubbing the corn hard be­ 
tween the hands; put plenty of water 
in it and set back on stove to boil; in 
about an hour change the water again 
and wash. 
It usually requires eight 
hours to cook hominy. 
The amount 
will make five quarts of hominy. 


Strawberry Shortcake. 
While the crust is baking carefully 
pick and wash the straw berries, drain 
on a sloth, put in a bowl and sprinkle 
powdered sugar over them. 
When 
the crusts are 
done 
butter 
richly, 
cover the lower one on the buttered 
side with berries and lay on the upper 
crust, butter side down. If three lay­ 
ers, butter both sides of the second. 
Other berries may be used in the same 
way. 
A 
tablespoonful 
of 
whipped 
or ice cream placed on top not only 
gives the shortcake a relish, but serves 
as a tem pting ornam ent for the dainty. 


To Clean Furniture. 
When your 
piano

other nice 
furniture has finger prints and look 
dull, take one pint soft water, one 
tablespoonful olive oil and wash with 
clean soft cloth, then take dry sloth 
and rub until perfectly dry; you will 
find your furniture looks like new.

PRACTICAL FENCE FOR STOCK 


Barrier Constructed of Wire Proves 
Entirely Satisfactory With All 
Kinds of Animals. 


A good stock fence is one that will 
turn all kinds of stock without injury 
to the animals. 
The cheapest and 
best fence to build is a wire fence. 
At the top of the picture is shown a 
fence which I have on my farm that 
has proven satisfactory in every par­ 
ticular, writes R. O. Clagett of Carroll 
c o u n t y , Maryland, in the Farm and 


Best Stock Fence. 


Home. 
The posts are set 30 inches 
in the ground and 
placed IO 
feet 
apart. 
No. 9 galvanized wire is run 
through holes in the posts. 
This has 
proven to be one of the great attrac­ 
tions* of the fence, as there are no 
s-taples to pull or rust out and the 
wires are always held in their proper 
position. 
A ratchet is placed on the 
end post and the w ires can be kept 
tight at all times. 
With a monkey w rench and winding 
ratchet the wire on th e entity length 
of fence is stretched at one time. The 
wire can be loosened in the lull of the 
year and tightened in the spring, and 
in this way the fence can be kept in 
perfect condition at all times. 
Wood 
posts were used from the farm wood 
lot, but where all materials need to 
be purchased, concrete posts 
with 
holes for wire would not only be the 
cheapest, but a fence put up in this 
manner would last a lifetime. 
A fence must have strong and well- 
braced end posts. 
Figure 2 shows a 
good brace 
for this purpose. 
The 
three end posts are placed three feet 
in the ground and are a foot in diam­ 
eter. 
The braces are 4x4 inches. 
In 
figure 3 is shown bracing arrange­ 
ment for corners.

Clarifying Milk. 
% 
Ily running milk through the sep­ 
ara to r and then remixing, a good many 
germ s are removed, b u t this does not 
imply th a t the disease germ s are re­ 
moved. 
The chief effect of the separa­ 
tion is the purification of the milk 
from solid filth, and this is some gain. 
The keeping quality of the milk Is not, 
however, greatly improved 
by 
the 
clarifying. If there w ere disease germs 
in the milk before being separated 
they will m ost certainly be in the milk 
after being separated. 


Incomplete Milking Bad. 
Incomplete milking not only robs 
the dairyman of the richest portion 
of the milk, the drippings, but dam ­ 
ages the cow, tending to lessen her 
daily production and to shorten the 
period of lactation. 
It takes a little 
more time to draw the last pint or 
milk from the udder, but the time is 
well spent in view of the gain both 
to the cow and to its owner. 


Should Be One or Other. 
The dual purpose cow that gives 
about three gallons of milk a day, and 
produces a long-legged, slab-sided steer 
that takes three years to mature to 
make just passable beef, is not the 
animal suitable to run on the high- 
priced farm of the twentieth century. 


Water Supply Important. 
Watch the water supply. Milk is 90 
per cent, water, and lf something hap­ 
pens the supply so that the cows are 
-ced to go without for a few hours 
’rop in the milk flow will be as-

LESSON FOR JULY 7 


M ALIGNAN T U N B ELIEF. 


LESSON TEXT—Mark 3:20-35. 
GOLDEN 
T E X T —“This 
is the 
Judg­ 
ment. that light is come into the world 
and men loved the darkness rather than 
the light; for their works were evil. — 
John 3:19. 
_____ 


There are two kinds of unbelief de­ 
picted in this lesson, the malignant, 
cruel, vindictive unbelief of the Phari­ 
sees- and the incredulity, the amaze­ 
ment, the unbelief of the family and 
friends of Jesus. 
There are three nat­ 
ural 
divisions of this lesson; first 
v 20, 21) the unbelief of his friends 
who, beholding his marvelously busy 
life, so busy aa not to take time to 
eat,’ concluded he must of necessity 
be insane on the subject of religion, 
as no other explanation would suffice. 
Secondly (v. 
22-30) 
the 
malignant, 
malicious, blind unbelief of the rep­ 
resentatives of the rulers in Jerusa­ 
lem who had come down to “investi­ 
gate” the popular Galilee 
prophet, 
that they might find wherewith to 
ac­ 
cuse him.” 
Third (v. 31-35) the unbe­ 
lief of those his nearest of kin who 
also sought to restrain and to turn 
him aside if possible from his ardu­ 
ous labors. 
We have in this first 
section another of those wonderful gos­ 
pel pictures, just a touch, but so graph­ 
ic, of the eagerness of the multitudes 
to see and hear Jesus. 
Simply to 
hear him was enough to draw together 
a crowd. 
Yet notice his response, he 
would not even pause to refresh him­ 
self but the compassion of a great 
mission compelled him 
to 
minister 
unto them. 
What cared he for rest 
or refreshment? 
Miracles Explained. 
The multitude had studied Jesus as 
he performed his miracles and ac­ 
counted him to be the Messiah (Matt. 
12-23), but the Pharisees were not 
then willing to acknowledge him, for 
that would be to condemn themselves. 
However, here are these miracles that 
demand an explanation, and we must 
remember that these men came with 
a 
predetermined 
motive, viz., that 
they might find wherewith to accuse 
him (see v. 2 and 6.) 
Not accepting 
the plain common sense explanation 
and his avowed purpose In performing 
miracles (Mk. 2-10) they gave out that 
it was by the power of the Prince of 
Devils, Beelzebub, that Jesus perform­ 
ed his mighty deeds. 
The utter fal­ 
lacy of such an accusation is shown 
by Jesus' reply. 
He did not upbraid 
them with anger though their accusa- 
was the utmost limit of malig­ 
nity.

profit of $0.37 per d a y o r $3,372.20 per 
He states that the farm e rs themselves 
in v a ria b ly own the cream ery >tock in 
W isconsin and re a p these big profits: 
this should be the ca se in T exas also. 
As a rule, when butter is low in price 
cheese is high; therefore Mr. H a r ri ­ 
son advises the addition of cheese­ 
m a k in g m achin ery at an additional 
outlay of $1,000 to $1,500, in ord er to 
be abl$ to turn out either product that 
may, for the time being, yield the 
la rg e r profit. 


W . M. R e agan, writing in H o a r d ’s 
D a iry m a n , says th a t the Ozark Dairy 
Association h as saved its members an 
av e r a g e of $103 each, last year, o r a 
i total of $72,000, there being more than 
700 members. 
This association has a 
$10,000 cream ery at W illow S prings, 
Mo. 
They work up the product of
